WRITES OF HIS TRIP 

H. D. Hughes, formerly of Antioch 
and now residing in Gurneo, Is the 
owner of probably one of the most 
unique aulomobUea In oxlstonce. ,Mr. 
and Mrs. Hughes spend much of their 
time, IntravoIIng via automobile, and 
Mr. Hughes has built a piachlne to 
meet all their travel requirements. 

The machine ts practically a bunga- 
low on wheels. The body Is made over 
from a Red Cross ambulance. The 
rear quarter of the ambulance hotly 
cut off and Counted on a 1921 Ford 
chassis. Within the car Is room for 
a bed, a folding table, kerosene stove, 
two large storerooms, capable of hold- 
ing a. week's supply of food, and many 
other conveniences only to bo had In 
this machine. Laco curtains, adorn 
the windows, and they aro screened 
In, but there la wca'^r-proof curtains 
also In case of sovbr^, weather. 

Last winter Mr. and Mrs. Hughes 
motored to Florida via Washington, 
D. C, and on Thursday of the past 
week left for St. Andrews Florida, and 
expects to spend the winter months 
motoring In the southlands. Mr. 
Hughes stopped at The Antioch News 
office before leaving and promised to 
write many letters of bis trip. The 
flrst of the letters were received on 
Monday. It foHows: 

"We left Gumee at 8 a. m. and 
started off for a warmer climate. Got 
through Chicago over the west side 
boulevard and park system, for our 
car. though It looks' like a traffic 
wagon, always passes the cops as a 
touring car. The snow was all gone 
before we reached the city and wo 
were glad of it. The air was plenty 
cool enough without It 

"Running over the Dixie highway 
to Danville, 111., which we reached at 
4:30 p. m., we went Into camp In the 
city's free touring camp. Six other 
cars were there on their way to warm- 
er climate. Some on tlielr wedding 
trip and homo like ourselves, 70 years 
young, going to whore we can enjoy 
things a little better out of doors 
without freezing .our nngers. 

We noticed that the melons wore 
truzen Just as badly as back in Lake 
county. We slept as warmly In the 
. car as we would have In our bunga- 
low at homo. Wo had meant* to go. 
by way of Cairo, but from what 
scemod good authority wo decided on 
the Louisville, Ky., route. A paved 
road so far. 

"We broke camp at Danville at 7 
a. m., after a good night's sleep and 
a breakfast of oatmeal and steak with 
the addition of some of my wife's 
most Dxc'cllent biscuits, and she also, 
at that time, made up some sand- 
• wiches for our midday lunrh, which 
we ate as-wn rolled along over the 
very good but dusty gravel roads of 
Indiana. Wo followed the DIxlo High- 
way to Crawfordvllle then turned 
south on good advice and run over 
state road 32 to Dloomlngton thru 
GreencaatlQ and then on 22 to Bed- 
ford. And now aro In cump throe 
miles south of that town. Hero Is 
where the celebrated Bedford Stone 
for building purposes la quarried. And 
the quarries are ho dco to tlio lilgh- 
way that traveler;! are warned to 
watch out for fear of damage from 
flying rock. South of Crawfordsvllle 
we saw the ficf.z Turkey Buzzards 
^\ heeling high over head In the blue. 
I'ftrther sotith thy/ are vory ploiiiyful 
but we never saw one foolish enough 
to try it up In L^ki county. The con 
traat between two days travel In tem- 
perature Is vory marked. The suu Is 
Just going down as I pound this out 
on a Corona. The scenery has boon 
vory^ pleasing all the way from Dan- 
ville but the frost killed the melons 
ns dead as In Illinois and Indiana as 
It did up In Lake county. The one 
burner oil stove not only cooks our 
meals but also warms our bedroom, 
dining room and kitchen."

If you have any cows which you sus- 
pect are not paying for their feed 
and stall, call at tho High School and 
arrange to have them tested for but- 
terfat production.

HE American Thanksgiving 
day Is without doubt tho oft- 
Bprlng of that feast which 
In England la known as 
"Harvest Homo," and In 
Scotland Is called "Mell Sup- 
per.".. But ^tho giving of 
thanks to eome god at the 
close of tlie autumn scasoo 
for the frulta of the enrth Is ageless, 
and can bo traced back aa far as. civili- 
zation goea. In Eiodus tho Israelites 
are commanded to keep an autumnal 
feast, more explicit details for sach 
a feast being given in the book of 
Leviticus. Tho feast wns to last seven 
days, and on the first day tho people 
were to gather boughs of cedars and 
willows of tho brooks. It nmy be from 
this custom that the decoration of 
churches with greens nnd vegetables 
arose. 

Herodotus mentions this autumn 
custom of thanksgiving, and Homer 
writes timt "cakes and lumps of dough 
thrown at the head of the sacrificial 
victim formed a port of the Greek of- 
ferings of Apollo, the sun-god, at the 
feast of the Ingathering." 

In ancient times Apollo received the 
honors of tho harvest festival, but the 
rustles sacrificed to Vncuna. the god- 
dess. Images of Vncuna were nmdo 
of straw, wheat, barley nnd rj-e, and 
were carried about with singing and 
cheering. Even In England Images 
nmde of straw crowned with flowers 
are ocraslnnally carried about nnd 
called Ceres— the goddess of agricul- 
ture. Apollo was formerly worshiped 
In Britain, and tho Maypole Is a pretty 
relic of those days. They decorated It 
with gnrinnds to welcome tho north- 
ward coming of Apollo— tlie sun— at 
whose appearance the flowers and 
fmlt began to grow.

Jesus Attitude 
Toward Miracles 



(Tho third of a Bcrles of studies in 
miracles delivered at the M. E. 
church Sunday evening, Nov 4.) 



In aplto of the Increased knowledge 
of tho world and' of life given ub Ijy 
Hciohce, our ago Is extremely childish 
In Its chasing after wonders. Any 
good crook can open up a shop, and 
do a rushing IjimlnesB fn wonder's and 
pseudo-mlrnclcs. This Beems to be 
one of tho~Bymptoms of tlio iinBettled 
nerve so caused t>y the late war. The 
SpIrituailBts are doing a thriving bual- 
neas, and every kindred movemofit Is 
getting ndlierants from our own 
churches. And these movements are 
booming now in a feverish atmoB- 
phero, because onr people have been 
nltogother too often led to Imaging 
that religion Is to ho courted accord-. 
Jng to tlie prevalence of the miracul- 
0U8 associated with It. The miracul- 
ous In tho New Testament has been 
misunderstood, partly as to its nature 
and more largely as to its importance. 
JoBus aald of those who came to see 
him do wonders, "As evil and adult- 
erous generation seoketli after a 
sign." Jesus did not want to perform 
miracles, and did not seek the chance 
to perform them. We have aeveral 
places In the New Testament where 
It is evident that bo went away from 
tho crowds that were out to see his 
mighty works! Teaching spiritual 
truths was the central passion of 
Jesus. If bo performed miracles of 
healing, it was oiily hecauso his com- 
passion compelled hira to relievo suf- 
fering, or aid those In distress, and 
oven then he often asked Uie recip- 
ients of hla favor not to tell folks 
about bis acts, Matthew 8:4 is an ex- 
ample of his anxiety to avoid publlc- 
Uy. 

The temptations of Jesus Illustrato 
his attitude. Jesus had gone down to 
the Jordon and, with the crowd, had 
been baptised by John as a mark of 
his loyalty to the purpose of John's 
message and mission. Somehow he 
had come to feel that God wanted 
him for a great task, and overwhelm- 
ed by the magnitude of the task as he 
came to sep it, he went away into the 
wlidcrnoBs to bo alone as he settled 
with his Father the way In which he 
was to do that great work. Some 
folks do not want to see this exper- 
ience aB a natural one, but perhaps 
think Jesus went out there to see how 
long he could go without eating. In 
tho intensity of hia meditation, and 
the abandon of his communion with 
God in prayer over His future, he had 
not thought to cat, and not when the 
forty days were over, ho hungered. 
He was bouyed up by tho certainty of

There is an old adage about the 
■way to a man's heart. There should' 
be a corollary to it now — the way to 
his peace of mind. You reach the 
first through his stomach; the sec- 
ond through his wife. Get her hap- 
pily settled in her home, and you 11 
find it hard to move him. 

Of course efTiciency experts word 
the case differently. In a brief re- 
cently submitted to tho United 
j Stjites Coal Commission by the 
; Bituminous Operators' Special 
i Committee, such an expert says: 
i "On one point all coal operators 
agree, and that is, that labor ^urn- 
jover is expensive, and, furthermore, 
that the labor turnover la influenced 
approximately fifty per, cent by 
houses and living conditions." 

To spare themselves this expense. 
oporaLors pUt their capital instead 
into elaborate company towns, al- 



though snch towns arc necessarily 
built in remote regions and destined 
to lust only a limited period, because 
the more you work a coal mine, tho 
shorter its life becomes. For that 
reason miners themselves cannot bo 
expected to build. Hence the origin 
of the company-owned town which 
the operator supports — because it 
pays him to keep his laborers con- 
tented. Regular towns they arc 
too, with churches, schools, hos- 
pitals, "movie" theatres, pool rooms, 
clubs. The houses rent for a $1.00 
or $2.00 a month per room for tho 
same type of accommodations that 
cost hvo hundred percent, more in 
adjacent towns. No wonder the in- 
dustry is overmanned! Combine 
thc3e living conditions with the high 
wages paid for mining — a compnra- 
tivc study of thirty-six big industries 
allows that miners' salaries outdis- 
tance those of other laborers by a 
big percentage — and you have, two 
reasons why there are at least two 
hundred thousand more men in the 
coal business than it needs. Down- 
trodden slaves exploited by heart- 
less operators for their private 
benefit t That's how some peopio 
describe the minors. But can you 
see this miner's wifo and her elec- 
tric washing mochino in that pic- 
ture? 



tho possession of exceptional power — 
the ability to control nature. The 
temptation hit him just as -naturally 
as It hit us — where he was weakest. 
Ho was hungry and the temptation hit 
him in the stomach. Why not use his 
power to convert a stone Into bread, 
instead of waiting until ho could get 
out to some farm house and get a real 
loaf? Tho temptation to use his pow- 
er for his own sake — tho temptation 
comes to all of us just that way, over 
and over again — to use some power or 
ability splflebly. And he spurned that 
temptation as a hellish thing. Then 
he was tempted to ubo his exception- 
al powers in winning a crowd. He 
felt the call to a great ralnistry^ — to

preach and teach tho way to win eter- 
nal life, and like every man of God in 
every age. ho wanted a crowd to 
teach. Ho wanted an audienre, and 
tlio temptation, naturally struck him 
right In his dearest desire, as it 
strikes, you and me. Ho was tempted 
to go up to Jerusalem and Jump off 
the plnacle of tho temple, and land 
unhurt In front of tho temple where 
there would be a largo crowd, which 
would marvel at him and follow him, 
and call him lord. But even at the 
beginning of his ministry he seemed 
to sense the omptlnesB of their adora- 
tion and profcsBlons. It might be 
easy to get a crowd that way, but, 
thoy would only follow him as long 
as he kept up a perpetual line of mir- 
acles. They would be like children at 
a circus. Later In his ministry, this 
ncklonesB of the mob proved itself. 
You remember when he, rebuked tho 
crowd-which followed after him, short- 
ly after tho feeding of the Ave thous- 
and; and how ho accused them of 
following him not bccuase they want- 
ed a fresh revelation of God, or want- 
ed to learn how to be more Godlike, 
but because they wanted to Bee more 
miracles, or to get another free feed. 
I can feol the sadness in his soul as 
he realized then how much easier It 
was to get a crowd than It was to lead 
it to God, 

If you will read the last few verses 
of the fourth chapter of Mattliew. you 
will see that Jesus had been on a tour 
in Galileo teaching and healing and 
that Jiis reputation had spread all 
over that country until great crowds 
wore following him, and bringing 
their loved ones to be healed. There 
would he many folks there who were 
Just craving excitement. Now read 
the first verso of tho fifth chapter. 
JoBUB looked upon this mob, and la 
tired out as ho sees right through It, 
to Ub faith, and its QcklencsB, and In 
tiredness of soul, ho go es*^ away from 
tho peopio up on a hill — to be away 
by himself, for rest and pieditatlon, 
and prayor._ His desclples probably 
had an Inside tip as to where he was 
going, or perhaps It was to a place 
whore ho was accustomed to go. They 
came to hlni, and ho began to teach 
them— to put Into their hearts tho 
principles upon which could be built 
the kingdom of God. Now turn to 
Mark 1: 32 to 39. Jobus had been 
busy on that evening, after tho sett- 
ing of the sun had proclaimed the end 
of the sabbath, healing and curing tho 
many people who were brought to 
him.

In our own country, Bellefontalne, 
Ohio, gets credit for being the first 
municipality to experiment with ce- 
ment Btreets, In 1893. But It Is really 
Wayne county, Michigan, the Detroit 
automobile factory region, which 
made the concrete highway known to 
the nation. This early experiment 
was In 1907. In 1909 less than halt a 
million square yards of concrete were 
laid (perhaps fitty miles), while In 
1921 more than sixty million square 
yards were laid (more than 7,000 
miles). 

One of the great advantages of con- 
crete Is the low cost of hauling. Its' 
surface being less resistant to trac- 
tive effort than any we know. Dynam- 
ometer measurements show that the 
tractive force required to move a 
wheeled ton of weight on a level road 
are, for concrete, 32.5 pounds; for 
asphalt 77.7 pouuds; for brick, 5L8 
pounds; and for earth, 134.7 pounds.'. 

A taxi companyy so situated that 
it drove one set of cars almost en- 
tirely on dirt roads and another set 
almost entirely on concrete roads, re- 
ports that it costs 2.4 cents less per 
mllo to operate the taxis on the ce- 
ment road than on the dirt roads. 

There are 12,000,000 automohUes In 
the country. If they average the low 
amount of 3,000 miles each per year, 
the total miles driven Is 36,000,000,- 
000. At 2 cents a mile saving, th» 
sum of ^720,000,000 a year could go 
towards buildlng^ hard surface roads, 
which income would build 24,000 
miles of permanent highways every 
year!

"The (fair) rate of return as fixed by us Is 
shown as 6.75 per cent, and the 1922 return of 
carriers In the Western Group averages less than 
4 per cent. For the first four months ot 1923, thp. 
average was about 4.1 per cent (on a 'yearly 
basis). (Later figures show that for the first eight 
months ending August 31st, 1923, ^he earnings of *" 

the Western Railroads were at the rate .of 4^^ per . 
cent per year.)" 

"Carriers In the Western Group have been 
and are now earning considerably less' than the 
prescribed return, and apparently less than the 
' fair return to which they are entitled under their 

constitutional rights entirely Independent of Sec- 
tion 15 a (Transportation Act, 1920)." 

"Seemingly, from the record, It Is improbable 
that a reduction In the present rates on, the com- 
modities In issue would so increase the movement 
of these commodities as to enable carriers to make 
up to any appreciable extent the loss In revenue 
should a general reduction (n these rates be 
ordered." , 

"Of prime Importance to the agricultural In- 
dustry and to the county In general, Is an adequate 
and efficient transportation service. The extent to 
which a marked rate reduction would disable the 
carriers generally or particular carriers In the per- 
formance of this service is of great consequence." 

The abdve statements by the Interstate Commerce Com* 
mission show that the present earnings of the grain carrying rail- 
roads of the West are low, and that these roads are not prospering 
at the expense of the farmer.
